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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Examiner has carefully considered Applicant's amendment and accompanying remarks 
filed October 16, 2003. All rejections have been overcome. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20 and 27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the rejections have 
been overcome by the present amendment. Furthermore, while Stahle et al. (US 5,187,005), 
Hargis et al. (US 5,674,951), Chakravarti et al. (US 5,116,682), and Tieniber (US 3,650,880) are 
believed to be the closest prior art, they fail to disclose a piece of luggage wherein the housing 
contains a fabric substrate consisting of only a single woven fabric laver and a chemical 
composition applied to said fabric, said chemical composition being incorporated into said fabric 
such that said fabric has an abrasion resistance that is at least twice the abrasion resistance of the 
woven fabric not treated with the chemical composition.
